(1) Distant visual acuity of 20/20 or batter in each aye separately, 
without correction; or of at team 20/50 in each eye separately 
corrected to 20/20 or better with corrective glasses, In which 
case the applicant may be qualified only on the condition that 
he wears those glasses while exercising the privileges of hi* 
airman certificate. 

(2) Enough accommodation to pans a test prescribed by the Ad- 
ministrator based primarily on ability to read official aero- 
nautical maps. 

(3) Normal fields of vision. 

(4) No pathology of the eye. 

(5) Ability to distinguish aviation signal red, aviation signal 
green, and white. 

(6) Bifoveai fixation and vergencephorla relationship sufficient 
to prevent a break in fusion under conditions tbst may rea- 
sonably occur in performing airman duties. 

Tests for the factor* named in subparagraph (6) of this paragraph are 
not required except tor applicants found to have more than one prism 
diopter of hyperphoria, tu prism diopters of esophoria, or six prism 

diopters of exopboria. If these values are exceeded, the Civil Air Sur- 
geon may require the applicant to be examined by a qualified eye spe- 
cialist to determine if there is bifoveai fixation and adequate vergence-

(b) SECOND CLASS AND THIRD CLASS. 

Any avfation medical examiner may give the examination for the 
second or third chits certiftc-u >». Any interested person may obtain a 
list ! aviation medical examiner,., from tin F AA Assistant Adminis- 
trator of the region in which the area is located. 

67.25 DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY. 

(a) The authority of th< Administrator, under section 602 of the 
Federal Aviation Act of 1*5* (49 U.5.C. 1 422), to issue or deny, medical 
certificate-, is delegated r ■ the Civil Air Surgeon, to the extent neces- 
sary to — 

(1) Examine applicant!, for and holders of medical certificates 
for compliance with applicable medical standard#; and 


(2) Issue, renew, or deny medical certificates to applicants and 
holders based upon compliance or noncompliance with ap- 
plicable medical standards. 

Subject to limitations in this chapter, the authority delegated in sub- 
paragraph# (1) and (2) of this paragraph is also delegatad to aviation 
medical examiners and to authorized representative# of the Civil Air 
Surgeon within th« F AA . 

(b) The authority of the Administrator, under subsection 314(b) of 
the Federal Aviation Act of 1955 (4* U.S.C. 1355 (b», to reconsider 
the action of a medical examiner is delegated to the Civil Air Surgeon, 
and his authorized representatives within the FAA. However, any ac- 
tion taken under this paragraph by such a representative is subject to 
reconsideration by the Civil Air Surgeon. 

(c) The authority of the Administrator, under section 609 of the 
Federal Aviation Act of 1958 (49 U.S.C. 1429), to re-examine any civil 
airman, to the extent necessary to determine an airman's qualifica- 
tion to continue to hold an airman medical certificate, is delegated to 
the Civil Air Surgeon and his authorized representatives within the FAA.

67.3.1 MEDICAL RECORDS. 

Whenever the Adn mi'd rator uruS that additional medical he cry is 

necessary to determine whether an applicant for or the tickler of a med- 
ical certificate meets the physical standards tor it, he requests that 
person to authorize any clinic, hospital, doctor, or other person to re- 
lease to the Administrator any available information or records i un- 
cerning that medical history. If the applicant, or holder, ref'.ises to 
authorize the release, the Administrator may suspend, modify, or re- 
voke any medical re rtifu ate chat he holds or may, in the case of »,n 
applicant, refuse to issue a medical certificate to him.
